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Founded  under  the  charter  of  the  uni- 
versity dated  May  18,  1891,  the  library 
was  established  in  1913.  Its  present  facility 
was  dedicated  November  4,  1949,  and 
rededicated  in  1969  after  a  substantial 
addition,  both  made  possible  by  gifts  of 
Ella  F.  Fondren,  her  children,  and  the 
Fondren  Foundation  and  Trust  as  a  tribute 
to  Walter  William  Fondren.  The  library 
recorded  its  half-millionth  volume  in 
1965;  its  one  millionth  volume  was  cele- 
brated April  22,  1979. 
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The  Friends  of  Fondren  Library  was 
founded  in  1950  as  an  association  of 
library  supporters  interested  in  increasing 
and  making  better  known  the  resources  of 
the  Fondren  Library  at  Rice  University. 
The  Friends,  through  members'  dues  and 
sponsorship  of  a  memorial  and  honor  gift 
program,  secure  gifts  and  bequests  and 
provide  funds  for  the  purchase  of  rare 
books,  manuscripts,  and  other  materials 
which  could  not  otherwise  be  acquired  by 
the  library.

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LIBRARY  HOSTS  VATICAN 
MANUSCRIPT  EXHIBITION

Although  the  Vatican  art  exhibition  currently  tour- 
ing the  United  States  will  not  come  to  Houston,  it 
will  be  possible  to  view  in  the  Fondren  Library  several 
facsimile  editions  of  the  Vatican's  most  celebrated 
manuscripts.  Johnson  Reprint  Company  of  New  York 
City  is  mounting  an  exhibition  of  their  reproductions 
of  the  Vatican's  Codex  Benedictus  and  Ptolemy's 
Cosmography.  This  promises  to  be  one  of  the  more 
interesting  exhibits  in  the  library  this  year,  since  not 
only  will  the  facsimile  pages  be  on  display  but  also  the 
new  technology  which  was  developed  to  create  these 
reproductions. 

The  Codex  Benedictus,  one  of  the  most  famous 
manuscripts  in  the  Bibliotheca  Apostolica  Vaticana, 
was  completed  in  the  eleventh  century  A.D.  It  was 
presented  at  Monte  Cassino  around  the  time  of  the 
Abbey's  dedication  in  1071  and  is  the  work  of  a  single 
scribe  known  only  as  Leo.  The  manuscript  narrates 
both  in  words  and  pictures  the  lives  of  St.  Benedict, 
founder  of  the  Benedictine  order  in  the  sixth  century 
A.D. ;  his  sister,  St.  Scholastica;  and  his  disciple,  St. 
Maurus.  What  makes  this  codex  so  unusual  and  inter- 
esting is  its  use  of  Byzantine  elements  and  motifs, 
lavish  color,  and  gold  embellishment  of  initial  letters. 

The  other  facsimile  manuscript  to  be  exhibited  is 
the  Renaissance  version  of  Ptolemy's  Cosmography,  an 
atlas  of  the  world.  Claudius  Ptolemy  was  a  second 
century  A.D.  Greek  astronomer  who  was  born  in  Ale- 
xandria. His  collection  of  maps  which  were  originally 
drawn  on  parchment  remained  a  reference  work  for 
cartographers  for  over  thirteen  hundred  years  until  the 
Copernican  system  was  accepted.  Ptolemy's  astro- 
nomic system  is  geocentric:  the  sun,  planets,  stars  and 
heavens  revolve  around  the  earth.  The  fifteenth- 
century  version  of  this  manuscript,  which  will  be  dis- 
played in  the  Fondren,  is  a  Latin  translation  of 
Ptolemy's  Greek  text  and  includes  twenty-seven  ori- 
ginal maps  and  a  series  of  fifteenth-century  maps  and 
city  views.  It  is  the  product  of  a  Florentine  studio  and 
was  commissioned  by  Duke  Federico  da  Montefeltro  of 
Urbino.  This  manuscript,  like  the  Codex  Benedictus, 
also  features  rich  colors  with  a  considerable  amount  of 
gold  ornamentation. 


W.  Daviess  Menefee  has  been  the  Humanities  Reference 
Librarian  at  the  Fondren  Library  since  1980.  With  degrees  from 
Centre  College  of  Kentucky,  Northwestern  and  Columbia 
Universities,  his  primary  field  of  interest  is  the  classics  and  he  is 
fluent  in  both  Latin  and  Greek. 

In  addition  to  their  artistic  value,  these  Vatican 
manuscripts  have  an  importance  to  both  historians 
and  paleographers.  The  Ptolemy  atlas,  for  example, 
holds  interest  for  all  historians  of  science  because  of  its 
wide  acceptance  during  the  Middle  Ages  and  Renais- 
sance. The  Codex  Benedictus  also  serves  religious  his- 
torians and  theologians  who  can  see  first-hand  the 
organization  and  development  of  the  Benedictine 
order.  The  scholarly  uses  of  these  manuscripts,  and 
even  all  manuscripts,  are  many.  An  analysis  of  the 
handwriting  style  and  the  paper  or  vellum  are  yet 
other  areas  of  study  that  concern  manuscripts  and 
their  history. 
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All  of  these  endeavors,  moreover,  are  only  possible 
when  there  is  access  to  such  source  material.  With 
respect  to  the  Cosmography  and  Codex  Benedictus,  the 
opportunity  to  see  this  material  has  always  been 
severely  restricted.  The  Vatican  library  never  permits 
them  to  leave,  and  permission  to  use  them  is  granted 
only  after  a  scholarly  need  is  clearly  demonstrated. 
Facsimile  editions  of  these  manuscripts  are  therefore  a 
valuable  addition  to  a  research  library  especially  when 
one  considers  the  advanced  technology  now  employed 
to  create  a  faithful  reproduction. 

The  Fondren  exhibit  of  these  facsimile  manuscripts 
will  include  a  display  of  this  new  technology.  Briefly, 
the  process  involves  a  photograph  of  the  page 
mounted  on  a  revolving  cylinder  which  is  then  "read" 
by  a  laser  beam.  The  laser-scanner  differentiates  the 
image  into  6,400  points  per  square  centimeter.  A  per- 
centage of  color  is  then  determined  for  each  minute 
portion  of  a  page,  and  these  numerical  figures  are 
stored  digitally  in  a  computer.  The  West  German 
company,  Belser  Verlag  of  Stuttgart,  which  developed 
this  procedure  has  released  only  limited  information 
about  it  because  of  potential  patent  infringement  by 
eastern  bloc  countries.  In  spite  of  this,  the  display  of 
their  new  techniques  should  prove  fascinating  to  any- 
one interested  in  photo-reproduction  and  should  also 
offer  us  a  glimpse  into  the  future  of  laser/computer 
technology. 

Of  particular  interest  to  the  Friends  of  Fondren  is 
another  product  from  Johnson  Reprint,  the  Codex 
Atlanticus.  Although  not  a  part  of  this  exhibit,  this 
twelve-volume  set  of  Leonardo  da  Vinci's  anatomical 
drawings  was  purchased  for  the  Fondren  through  gifts 
of  the  Friends  in  memory  of  Ruth  Dougherty.  These 
volumes,  housed  in  the  Woodson  Research  Center, 
have  enabled  scholars  both  at  Rice  and  in  the  Hous- 
ton area  to  pursue  their  research  in  the  histories  of 
science  and  art.  Because  of  the  limited  series  edition  of 
this  work,  its  value  has  also  risen  appreciably.  This  gift 
by  the  Friends  is  not  only  an  enduring  but  also  a  useful 
memorial  to  a  Rice  alumna. 

The  exhibition  of  Vatican  facsimile  manuscripts 
promises  to  be  informative  and  colorful,  while  also 
demonstrating  the  latest  technology  in  the  field.  The 
Friends  are  cordially  invited  to  view  this  exhibit  in  the 
library  between  October  29th  and  December  2nd. 


JOHN  T  CABANISS 
THE  FRIENDS 


NEW  PRESIDENT  OF 
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The  blood  in  the  veins  of  John  Cabaniss  has  to  be 
blue.  Not  only  is  his  father,  Weldon,  a  member  of  the 
Class  of  1928,  but  many  years  of  his  professional  life  as 
well  were  centered  around  Rice.  Mr.  Cabaniss  taught 
Political  Science,  served  as  Alumni  Secretary  and 
held  various  positions  of  responsibility  in  Rice's  athle- 
tic program  before  moving  to  Rockport  to  practice  law 
and  raise  his  family.  Weldon  Cabaniss  Jr.  graduated 
from  Rice  in  1959,  followed  by  his  brother,  John,  the 
Friends' newly-elected  president,  in  1963. 

While  at  Rice,  John  Cabaniss  belonged  to  Hanszen 
College,  serving  as  a  member  of  the  cabinet  and  senior 
advisor,  and  received  the  Hanszen  College  Service 
Award  at  Commencement.  He  was  also  president  and 
treasurer  of  the  Rally  Club,  participated  in  intramural 
sports,  and,  in  his  junior  year,  won  the  Farb,  Miller 
and  Beerman  Scholarship  in  Accounting.  He  was  on 
the  Dean's  List  and  upon  graduating  with  a  BA  in 
Business  Administration,  went  on  to  law  school  at  the 
University  of  Texas.  Law  degree  in  hand,  John 
Cabaniss  was  chosen  for  the  coveted  position  of  law 
clerk  to  Chief  Judge  John  R.  Brown  of  the  United 
States  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Fifth  Circuit  which  he 
held  for  a  year.  In  1967,  he  joined  the  prestigious  firm 
ot  Andrews  &.  Kurth  in  Houston,  where  he  has  been  a 
partner  since  1975. 

John  Cabaniss  is  a  strong  champion  of  the  library  as 
an  essential  resource  of  the  university's  continuing 
excellence.  He  has  been  an  active  participant  on 
the  Friends'  board  in  many  different  capacities  for  the 
last  several  years  and  his  involvement  has  been  dis- 
tinguished by  thoroughgoing  dedication  and  genuine 
enthusiasm.  The  Board  ot  Directors  and  the  members 
of  the  Friends  of  Fondren  Library  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  Friends  will  prosper  with  John 
Cabaniss  in  charge. 


THE  RARE  BOOK  WORLD  TODAY 


(An  address  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Fellows  of 
The  Pietpont  Morgan  Library,  28  April  1982)

1  have  surveyed  the  state  of  the  rare  book  world 
twice  before,  in  1965  at  a  meeting  of  the  Biblio- 
graphical Society'  and  again  in  1974  at  the  Beinecke 
Libtary's  tenth  anniversary  celebration.2  On  these 
earlier  occasions  I  based  my  observations  on  replies  to 
detailed  questionnaires,  some  60  in  1965  and  some  75 
in  1974-  This  time  I  have  contented  myself  with  a 
much  smaller  number  of  mere  conversations. 3  Today's 
main  tendencies  have  become  reasonably  clear,  none- 
theless, and  the  picture  which  has  emerged  will  lead 
directly  to  some  concluding  comments  about  the 
Morgan  Library. 

The  main  factors  in  the  rare  book  world  of  1965 
were  affluence,  the  knowledge  explosion,  and  domi- 
nance by  university  libraries.  America's  higher  educa- 
tional system  was  expanding  apace,  and  so  were  the 
areas  of  knowledge  for  which  it  made  itself  respon- 
sible. The  libraries  which  served  it,  including  their 
rare  book  collections,  grew  in  proportion  to  this 
expansion.  Librarians  were  in  the  saddle,  dealers  their 
eager  agents,  and  collectors  virtually  forgotten  men. 
The  rare  book  world  was  "largely  the  preserve  of  uni- 
versity libraries."4 

My  summary  of  the  situation  nine  years  latet 
described  many  changes: 

World-wide  inflation  and  sharply  declining 
supply  have  had  the  effect  of  causing  the 
collecting  of  rare  books  and  manuscripts  to 
be  conducted  on  a  much  higher  financial 
level  than  in  the  past,  particularly  since 
these  things  are  now  considered  to  be 
'appreciating  assets.'  Dealers  are  conse- 
quently enjoying  a  prosperity  and  status 
almost  unprecedented  in  the  past.  On  the 
other  hand,  institutional  libraries  have  to 
work  under  conditions  of  financial  string- 
ency which  have  already  curtailed  their 
acquisitions  and  which  threaten  in  the 
future  to  diminish  their  efficiency.  The 
vacuum  thus  created  has  been  filled  by 
increased  participation  on  the  part  of 
collectors,  despite  the  difficulties  they  are 
encountering  in  taking  care  of  their  present 
possessions  and  finding  the  resources 
necessary  to  add  to  them.  As  knowledge 
goes  on  increasing,  many  new  kinds  of 'col- 
lectibles' are  emerging,  and  these  are  being 
pursued  on  a  wide  front  by  libraries  and 
collectors  alike.5 


Now  for  conditions  in  1982.  As  in  my  earlier  sur- 
veys, I  will  deal  successively  with  the  three  principal 
elements  of  the  rare  book  world,  collectors,  dealers 
(including  auction  houses),  and  institutions.  It  is  best 
to  begin  with  prices,  "the  tension  point  at  which  all 
the  conflicting  interests  [of  the  rare  book  world]  meet 
head  on."6  For  some  time  there  has  been  a  per- 
ceptible weakness  in  demand  over  several  fields  of 
collecting,  for  example,  books  illustrated  with  colored 
aquatints,  run-of-the-mill  incunables,  and  routine 
modern  first  editions;  and  beginning  at  least  as  early  as 
the  summer  of  1981  a  world-wide  recession  has  tested 
the  market  in  general.  There  has  been  an  arrest  in 
prices,  particularly  in  the  London  auction  rooms, 
where  the  sums  realized  have  been  disappointing  and 
many  lots  have  failed  to  meet  their  reserves.  Book- 
sellers' prices  haven't  dropped,  indeed  they  go  on  ris- 
ing, but  some  dealers  report  that  sales  are  off.  They 
find  this  disturbing,  since  during  the  1970s  they  came 
to  rely  on  constant  increases,  just  as  collectors  and 
librarians  learned  to  submit  to  these  increases. 

During  the  art  and  antiques  boom  of  the  last  de- 
cade, there  was  much  advocacy  of  rare  books  as 
investments.  A  Salomon  Brothers  ten-year  survey  of 
returns  realized  by  various  kinds  of  "tangible  assets" 
placed  rare  books  eighth  in  this  category  with  a  com- 
pound annual  return  of  16.8%.  Moreover,  in  1980, 
when  gold,  silver,  and  coins  actually  declined  in 
value,  and  oriental  carpets  barely  held  their  own,  rare 
books  rose  to  the  fifth  position  with  a  compound 
annual  return  of  18%7.  Just  a  few  months  ago  Sir 
William  Rees-Mogg,  who  had  exchanged  the  editor- 
ship of  the  London  Times  for  the  rare  book  business, 
published  an  advertisement  headed  "Rare  books  make 
rich  men  wise  and  wise  men  rich,"  in  which  he  offered 
for  sale  a  variety  of  first  editions,  chiefly  of  eighteenth 
century  English  literature,  undertaking  to  buy  them 
back  from  his  customers  at  the  same  prices  over  the 
next  three  years.  Yet  there  was  some  sense  of  a  marked 
decline  in  buying  books  for  investment  among  the 
dealers  with  whom  I  talked,  even  in  London  where 
the  practice  has  been  far  more  prevalent  than  in  the 
United  States. 

This  background  helps  to  explain  the  particular  in- 
terst  aroused  by  the  sale  at  Christie's  New  York  rooms 
of  the  library  of  Dr.  Gerald  E.  Slater  of  Deephaven, 
Minnesota,  on  February  12. 8  This  collection,  chiefly 
of  English  literature  of  the  eighteenth  and  nineteenth 
centuries,  had  been  assembled  over  the  past  eight 
years,  and  especially  over  the  past  four.  Dr.  Slater  had 
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The  Pierpont  Morgan  Library  at  29  East  36th  Street  in  New  York  was  designed  frv  McJCim,  Mead  and  White  and  completed  in  J906 
to  house  the  artistic,  historical,  and  literary  collections  of).  P.  Morgan  (1867-1943). 


bought  good  copies  at  prevailing  prices  from  leading 
dealers.  Christie's  low  estimates  totalled  $395,520,  its 
high  estimates  $526,035.  One  can  assume  that  the 
midpoint  between  these  figures,  roughly  $460,000, 
approximated  Dr.  Slater's  cost.  The  sale  yielded 
$633,240.  From  this  must  be  deducted  Christie's 
charges  of  10%,  leaving  $569,916,  a  return  of  22% 
over  cost.  Since  the  collection  was  formed  during  a 
period  of  10%  annual  inflation,  its  sale  hardly  consti- 
tutes an  argument  for  books  as  investment.  On  the 


other  hand,  if  one  compares  Dr.  Slater's  cost  with  the 
cost  to  purchasers,  adding  Christie's  10%  buyer's  pre- 
mium (auction  houses  these  days  collect  both  ways), 
the  increase  is  a  satisfactory  50%.  It  may  be  added  that 
though  three-fourths  of  this  total  came  from  seven 
dealers,  five  American  and  two  British,  there  was  no 
evidence  of  a  conscious  effort  to  protect  the  current 
level  of  prices. 
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The  prevailing  opinion  among  dealers  was  that  the 
immediate  future  of  prices  is  uncertain,  though  a  de- 
cline is  unlikely.  Whatever  may  happen  in  the  case  of 
commonplace  offerings,  however,  they  agreed  that 
prices  for  exceptional  items  will  continue  their 
ascending  spiral:  key  books  long  absent  from  the 
market,  outstanding  association  copies,  important 
manuscripts  and  autograph  letters,  fine  bindings,  and 
significant  drawings  for  illustrations.  In  other  words, 
anything  that  in  its  way  is  unique  or  nearly  so  will  go 
on  finding  ready  and  generous  purchasers.  Librarians 
will  make  special  efforts  to  acquire  such  objects,  as  will 
collectors,  however  bored  they  may  have  become  with 
ordinary  material. 

Collectors  are  clearly  the  leading  figures  in  the  mar- 
ket for  rare  books  and  manuscripts.  They  are  more 
numerous  than  ever.  Their  organizations,  in  particular 
the  Grolier  Club,  have  never  been  more  animated.  In 
both  England  and  the  United  States  new  book  collec- 
ing  journals  have  established  themselves.  This  in- 
crease in  activity  has  not  been  without  its  unsettling 
effects.  From  time  to  time,  for  example,  a  new  col- 
lector of  substance  will  burst  upon  the  scene.  Accus- 
tomed perhaps  to  the  rarified  levels  of  the  art  or 
antiques  market,  he  will  regard  rare  books  as  unbe- 
lievable bargains,  and  for  a  time  his  pursuit  of  out- 
standing volumes  will  send  prices  out  of  sight  in  his 
chosen  field.  Conditions  soon  return  to  normal,  but  in 
the  meantime  his  presence,  particularly  at  auction 
sales,  has  had  the  effect  of  a  wild  card  in  a  poker  game. 

To  an  even  greater  extent  than  in  1974,  the  con- 
cern of  collectors  has  broadened  out  from  literary  first 
editions.  There  has  been  a  truly  astonishing  surge  of 
interest  in  illustrated  books  of  all  kinds.  Works  signi- 
ficant in  the  history  of  science,  medicine,  and  thought 
generally  have  a  smaller  but  no  less  enthusiastic  band 
of  devotees.  If  the  pursuit  of  printed  Americana  has 
diminished  in  intensity,  fine  autograph  material  is  still 
in  great  demand.  Perhaps  the  most  significant  shift  in 
taste,  however,  is  the  new  willingness  of  collectors  to 
take  seriously  what  were  once  regarded  as  sub-literary 
kinds  of  writing.  For  generations  college  students  were 
introduced  to  the  English  and  American  literary  clas- 
sics as  essential  elements  in  their  cultural  heritage. 
Those  among  them  who  became  collectors  turned 
naturally  to  these  books.  The  upheaval  in  our  uni- 
versities which  marked  the  late  1960s  caused  a  sharp 
break  with  this  and  other  traditions  which  has  never 
been  repaired.  English  literature  in  particular  has  since 
had  to  compete  with  contemporary  subjects  of  more 
immediate  appeal  with  increasing  lack  of  success.  As 
the  current  generation  of  collectors  emerged,  there- 
fore, some  of  them  sought,  not  literary  first  editions, 
but  other  sorts  of  books,  works  whose  appeal  is  pri- 
marily visual,  for  example,  or  certain  kinds  of  popular 
fiction.  These  tastes,  indeed,  may  have  been  acquired 
in  part  in  the  country's  English  departments  them- 


selves, which  for  some  time  past  have  turned  to 
courses  in  film  and  popular  culture  to  shore  up  falling 
enrollments. 

So  it  has  come  about  that  science  fiction,  detective 
stories,  and  thrillers  of  all  sorts — "boys'  books  that  can 
be  read  by  grown-ups,"  as  I  have  heard  them  de- 
fined— are  now  ardently  pursued.  Readers  who  used  to 
turn  to  these  books  for  amusement  and  then  discard 
them,  now  treasure  them  as  first  editions.  Dealers  de- 
vote sections  of  their  catalogues  to  such  volumes.  In- 
deed, the  sale  in  California  of  the  Adrian  H.  Gold- 
stone  collection  of  detective  stories  in  December  of 
1981  realized  more  than  $200,000.  The  recent  appear- 
ance of  Raymond  Chandler's  Letters  provided  a  remin- 
der of  Edmund  Wilson's  essay  of  1945,  "Who  Cares 
Who  Killed  Roger  Ackroyd?",  which  exempted  only 
Chandler's  novels  from  its  disdainful  dismissal  of  de- 
tective stories.  Few  critics  have  ever  paid  less  atten- 
tion to  first  editions  than  Wilson,  but  one  wonders 
what  he  would  have  thought  of  a  state  of  affairs  in 
which  first  editions  of  his  Axel's  Castle  and  To  the 
Finland  Station  sell  for  a  twentieth  of  the  price  of 
Chandler's  Tfie  Big  Sleep  and  Farewell,  M>  Lovely. 

The  position  of  dealers  has  continued  to  improve 
over  the  past  eight  years.  One  observer  contends,  in- 
deed, that  if  the  1960's  were  the  age  of  the  institution 
and  the  1970s  the  age  of  the  collector,  the  1980s  are 
the  age  of  the  dealer.  Visitors  to  book  fairs,  which 
sometimes  seem  to  exist  primarily  to  enable  dealers  to 
rearrange  their  stocks  by  trading  among  themselves, 
might  almost  begin  to  believe  this,  but  even  there  the 
saving  thought  occurs  that  sales  have  eventually  to  be 
made  to  collectors  or  institutions  if  the  whole  system  is 
to  remain  viable. 

At  any  rate,  the  number  of  dealers  has  increased, 
they  are  apt  to  be  younger,  and  they  are  more  widely 
distributed  throughout  the  country.  The  Los  Angeles- 
Santa  Barbara  axis  now  has  over  50  rare  book  dealers, 
which  makes  it  second  in  numbers  only  to  New  York. 
"Westward  look,  the  land  is  bright!"  These  dealers  set 
the  pace  for  modern  first  editions,  still  the  most  active 
book  collecting  field.  As  one  of  them  explained  to 
me,  California  has  to  import  many  of  its  older  books, 
but  modern  first  editions  are  indigenous.  He  granted, 
however,  that  the  cluster  of  Santa  Barbara  dealers 
made  their  sales  by  catalogue  throughout  the  nation. 

There  seems  to  be  little  alarm  among  dealers  regard- 
ing the  possible  effect  of  recession  on  the  rare  book 
world.  Despite  the  present  lull  in  prices,  they  are 
cheerful  about  the  future.  Among  those  who  think 
otherwise,  a  few  would  welcome  a  shakeout  in  an 
overcrowded  field.  A  story  concerning  Dr.  Rosenbach 
comes  to  mind.  When  the  query  "How's  business?" 
was  addressed  to  him  in  the  1930's,  he  replied:  "enjoy- 
ably  bad." 

The  makeup  of  the  trade  is  rapidly  changing.  The 
ranks  of  older,  established  dealers  are  thinning  fast, 
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and  since  they  usually  leave  no  effective  successors,  a 
new  generation  is  stepping  into  their  places.  The  day 
of  the  rare  book  dealer  with  a  large  general  stock  seems 
to  be  almost  over.  Today's  professionals  are  specialists, 
with  a  resulting  refinement  of  expertise  and  enhance- 
ment of  prices. 

Tangible  evidence  of  this  phenomenon  is  provided 
by  the  startling  increase  in  demand  for  standard  biblio- 
graphical works  on  all  subjects.  These  books  are  typi- 
cally published  in  small  editions,  1000  copies  or  less. 
Once  bought,  they  are  apt  to  stay  put,  in  libraries  or 
on  the  shelves  of  collectors  and  dealers.  Hence  they 
are  both  in  short  supply  and  in  steady  demand.  The 
situation  is  not  materially  alleviated  by  the  appearance 
of  reprints  since  bibliographical  works  themselves  are 
now  collected  as  first  editions.  When  a  collecting  field 
abruptly  achieves  new  popularity,  as  has  been  the  case 
with  fine  bindings  over  the  past  few  years,  prices  for 
essential  reference  works  soar.  So  expensive  have  out- 
of-print  bibliographical  works  become  that  only  occa- 
sional young  dealers  have  substantial  reference  librar- 
ies. They  need  the  $100,000  or  more  that  a  reasonably 
comprehensive  collection  would  now  cost  as  working 
capital. 

During  the  1970s,  auction  sales  played  an  increas- 
ingly important  part  in  the  rare  book  market.  They 
were  a  chief  mechanism,  indeed,  in  bringing  about 
the  rapidly  increasing  prices  of  the  time.  It  came  to  be 
assumed  that  for  selling  material  of  value  they  were 
the  place  to  turn.  Yet  despite  their  prosperity,  an 
inherent  weakness  remains  in  the  position  of  book 
auctions.  They  comprise  only  a  tiny  sliver  of  the  vast 
art  and  antiques  market,  and  in  any  broad  perspective 
they  have  to  be  regarded  as  offering  "large  sales  of  low 
value  merchandise."  As  printing  costs  have  increased, 
the  compilers  of  their  catalogues  have  sometimes  been 
forced  to  curtail  descriptions  to  the  point  of  unintelli- 
gibility,  and  worse  still  to  offer  several  disparate  items 
in  single  lots,  thus  virtually  limiting  prospective  pur- 
chasers to  dealers  buying  for  stock. 

At  this  writing  there  are  signs  of  uncertainty 
throughout  the  auction  scene.  Sotheby's,  which  expe- 
rienced reduced  sales  during  1981,  has  cut  its  New 
York  staff  by  15%  and  closed  its  Belgravia  branch  in 
London.10  Christie's  profits  are  substantially  down, 
with  further  flattening  expected  in  1982.  And  if  the 
overall  auction  picture  is  doubtful,  the  prospects  for 
books  and  manuscripts  as  a  marginal  operation  within 
it  are  even  more  uneasy.  The  major  houses  still  feel  an 
obligation  to  maintain  full-services  throughout  art  and 
antiques,  but  they  might  conceivably  decide  to  elimi- 
nate the  sale  of  routine  books  and  manuscripts  alto- 
gether, reserving  their  efforts  for  salient  collections. 
Auctions  have  brought  books  and  manuscripts  into 
the  public  eye,  they  have  provided  a  useful  barometer 
of  prices,   and  in  particular  they  are  an  unrivalled 


means  of  ascertaining  the  current  value  of  unfamiliar 
rarities.  Yet  veteran  observers  can  remember  when 
collections,  even  of  considerable  importance,  were 
routinely  sold  to  dealers  rather  than  at  auction,  with- 
out disaster  ensuing. 

Institutional  libraries  have  long  since  ceased  to  be 
the  dominant  purchasers  of  rare  books  and  manu- 
scripts. There  are  still  major  buyers  among  them — 
Indiana  University,  the  University  of  Texas,  the  Mor- 
gan Library,  the  Berg  Collection  of  the  New  York 
Public  Library,  to  mention  a  few — ,  but  for  the  most 
part  they  do  not  buy  in  the  steady  and  substantial  way 
which  once  made  them  the  support  of  the  market.  In 
particular  their  purchases  from  dealers'  stocks,  as 
opposed  to  catalogues,  have  fallen  off  sharply. 

This  declining  institutional  role  has  both  economic 
and  cultural  causes.  Inflation,  the  withdrawal  of  feder- 
al support,  and  other  factors  have  forced  universities 
to  probe  every  corner  of  their  budgets.  Financial  offic- 
ers are  apt  to  cast  a  cold  eye  on  rare  book  libraries 
which  are  costly,  produce  no  income,  and  sometimes 
benefit  visitors  more  than  the  institution's  faculty  and 
students.  So  there  are  increasing  efforts  to  bring  these 
libraries  under  stringent  administrative  control,  to 
deny  them  increases  in  operating  funds,  and  on  occa- 
sion to  press  them  to  deaccession,  not  routine  dupli- 
cates, but  major  treasures. 

Until  the  1970s  it  was  usually  a  distinct  advantage 
for  a  rare  book  collection  to  be  part  of  a  university 
library.  The  institution  housed  it,  staffed  it,  and  often 
provided  funds  to  enlarge  it.  The  assiduous  cultivation 
of  potential  donors  among  private  collectors  was  en- 
couraged. The  director  of  the  collection  was  a  figure  of 
acknowledged  importance.  In  some  universities,  in- 
cluding two  or  three  of  great  distinction,  this  privi- 
leged status  is  now  threatened. 

There  are  cultural  as  well  as  economic  reasons  for 
the  plight  of  university  rare  book  libraries.  In  the  past 
collectors  have  freely  given  theit  possessions  to  such 
libraries,  no  doubt  encouraged  by  federal  tax  deduc- 
tions, but  still  with  cordial  generosity.  In  some  in- 
stances they  have  also  provided  buildings  to  house 
them.  If  asked  why  they  did  this,  they  might  have 
replied  that  they  had  faith  in  what  they  took  to  be  the 
universities'  implicit  contract  with  posterity  to  pre- 
serve the  record  of  mankind's  past  achievements  for 
future  study  and  display,  that  they  regarded  the  net- 
work of  collections  thus  established  as  fundamental  to 
maintaining  humanistic  learning.  It  is  by  no  means 
clear  that  the  current  generation  of  administrators 
shares  this  faith.  Certainly  noblesse  oblige  is  hardly  the 
watchword  of  the  modern  university. 

Still  it  is  surprising  that  there  has  been  no  concerted 
objection  from  staff,  faculty,  or  alumni  to  the  down- 
grading of  university  rare  book  collections.  An  episode 
from  a  related  area  suggests  that  such  a  protest  need 
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not  necessarily  be  futile.  Having  undertaken  to  con- 
struct a  new  wing  for  the  Fogg  Art  Museum  at  an 
initial  cost  of  $7.8  million,  the  Harvard  administra- 
tion was  considering  the  establishment  of  a  $3  million 
contingency  fund  partly  through  deaccessioning  ob- 
jects from  the  Fogg's  collections.  When  the  Associa- 
tion of  Art  Museum  Directors  condemned  this  idea, 
Harvard's  response  was  to  cancel  plans  for  the  addi- 
tion. The  ensuing  protest  reached  such  proportions, 
however,  that  Harvard  withdrew  its  cancellation, 
though  not  without  negotiating  stiff  terms  with  the 
project's  financial  supporters.  The  building  of  the  Fogg 
addition  is  to  proceed,  and  there  has  been  no  further 
mention  of  deaccessioning1 ' . 

Under  the  conditions  thus  outlined,  the  country's 
leading  independent  research  libraries  (the  Morgan, 
the  Huntington,  the  Folger,  the  Newberry,  the  Amer- 
ican Antiquarian  Society — I  omit  the  New  York  Pub- 
lic as  a  special  case  with  immense  needs  and  even 
more  immense  potential)  find  themselves  at  least  for 


the  present  in  a  favorable  position  when  compared 
with  university  rare  book  collections.  As  recently  as 
1978,  at  a  convocation  marking  the  fiftieth  anni- 
versary of  the  Baker  Library  at  Dartmouth,  I  thought  it 
appropriate  to  emphasize  the  contribution  made  by 
these  libraries,  urging  that  in  a  period  of  "extreme 
financial  pressure,"  they  had  "perhaps  the  strongest 
claims  for  assistance  both  from  government  and  from 
private  philanthropy,"  since  "unlike  academic  re- 
search libraries  they  had  no  built-in  sources  of  support 
to  which  to  turn,"  no  natural  constituency  to  guaran- 
tee their  continuing  existence. ,2  Four  years  later  their 
very  isolation  has  become  an  asset.  Instead  of  being  an 
insignificant  part  of  a  big  operation,  hemmed  in  by 
fund-raising  restrictions,  they  can  make  their  own  case 
in  their  own  terms.  Instead  of  appealing  to  the  hetero- 
geneous clientele  of  a  university,  they  can  speak 
directly  to  a  carefully  chosen  elite  already  in  harmony 
with  their  specific  aims.

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There  is  no  more  striking  example  of  what  can  be 
accomplished  under  such  circumstances  than  The 
Pierpont  Morgan  Library  during  Charles  Ryskamp's 
administration.  When  he  became  Director  at  the  end 
of  1969,  he  was  assured  that  the  position  was  one  of 
quiet  dignity  which  would  allow  him  to  continue  his 
scholarly  career  at  Princeton,  albeit  at  a  diminished 
pace.  To  his  great  credit  he  has  indeed  continued  his 
scholarly  career,  but,  otherwise,  as  will  become  appa- 
rent, his  actual  experience  has  been  quite  different. 

Within  eight  months  of  his  arrival  the  Morgan's 
acquisition  of  two  supremely  great  medieval  manu- 
scripts^— the  prayer  book  of  Michelino  da  Besozzo  and 
the  second  part  of  the  Hours  of  Catherine  of 
Cleves — demonstrated  his  commitment  to  main- 
taining the  quality  of  the  Library's  collection  at  what- 
ever cost,  but  he  also  set  about  making  the  Library  a 
working  research  collection  by  adding  essential  lesser 
books  in  quantity  to  the  high  spots  already  on  its 
shelves.  He  determined  to  continue  the  Morgan's 
comprehensive  range,  manuscripts,  books,  and  draw- 
ings from  over  3000  years  and  from  all  of  the  western 
world,  a  coverage  that  in  our  time  is  hardly  attempted 
elsewhere  except  at  the  British  Library.  He  took 
advantage  of  special  opportunities  in  musical  manu- 
scripts (through  the  Mary  Flagler  Cary  Trust)  and  chil- 
dren's books  to  place  the  Library  among  the  ranking 
institutions  in  these  fields.  Regarding  the  Morgan  as  a 
museum  as  much  as  a  library,  he  placed  special  em- 
phasis on  the  visual  aspects  of  its  collections.  Addi- 
tional working  space  for  the  curators  was  achieved  by 
remodelling  the  cellar,  and  their  salaries  were  substan- 
tially increased.  Aware  that  the  Fellows  were  crucial 
to  the  institution's  welfare,  he  gave  them  much  of  his 
time  and  attention,  with  the  result  that  their  gifts  in 
cash  and  kind  had  risen  from  $215,440  in  1969  to 
$1,606,908  in  1974. 

The  worsening  financial  conditions  of  the  early 
1970's  finally  came  to  a  head  in  1974,  the  year  of  the 
Library's  fiftieth  anniversary.  The  Morgan's  endow- 
ment was  small,  its  deficits  rising,  and  its  magnificent 
building  inadequate  for  its  space  requirements.  The 
soundest  financial  heads  among  the  Trustees  advo- 
cated cutting  back  staff  and  programs  in  order  to  live 
prudently  within  available  resources.  Instead  Mr.  Rys- 
kamp,  with  the  strong  support  of  our  revered  President 
and  Chairman,  Henry  Morgan,  whose  loss  we  mourn 
tonight,  embarked  on  a  bold  plan  of  expansion,  the 
key  element  in  which  was  a  major  addition  to  the 
building.  Since  this  addition  had  to  conform  in  every 
way  to  the  existing  structure,  it  eventually  cost  more 
than  $2.5  million,  a  sum  regarded  as  appalling  at  the 
time,  though  it  has  since  come  to  seem  modest  in- 
deed. He  pursued  the  renovation  of  the  existing  build- 
ing with  urgency.  He  maintained  the  high  quality  of 
the  curatorial  staff,  while  providing  conditions  that 
enabled  them  to  concentrate  on  their  scholarly  work. 


The  exhibitions  mounted  under  his  directions  have 
been  spectacular.  It  is  difficult  to  choose  from  among 
them,  but  one  may  take  as  representative  English 
Drawings  and  Watercolors  in  the  Collection  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Paul  Mellon,  Early  Children's  Books  and 
their  Illustration,  Twelve  Centuries  of  Fine  Bindings, 
and  Masterpieces  of  Medieval  Painting.  Two  superla- 
tive exhibitions  of  1979  and  1980,  which  illustrate  Mr. 
Ryskamp's  happy  faculty  of  bringing  the  treasures  of 
Europe  to  New  York,  were  the  Michelangelo  Drawings 
from  the  British  Museum  and  "William  and  Mary  and 
their  House"  from  the  Dutch  royal  collections.  These 
raised  attendance  at  the  Morgan  to  a  new  level. 
Whereas  ten  years  ago  the  Library  averaged  60,000 
visitors  a  year,  it  now  averages  between  175,000  and 
200,000.  The  Morgan's  notable  accessibility  played  its 
part  in  this  achievement.  The  Morgan  is  open  seven 
days  a  week,  closing  for  visitors  only  on  Mondays,  and 
for  researchers  only  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays. 
Accompanying  these  exhibitions  were  catalogues 
hardly  matched  by  any  other  Library — and  by  only  a 
few  art  museums.  These  sumptuous  volumes  have  won 
many  prizes  and  certificates,  and  in  some  instances 
they  have  established  themselves  as  fundamental 
works  of  reference. 


Dr.  Gordon  N.  Ray,  President  of  the  John  Simon  Guggenheim 
Memorial  Foundation,  New  York,  a  trustee  of  the  Pierpont 
Morgan  Library,  and  a  distinguished  man  of  letters. 
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Meanwhile,  Mr.  Ryskamp  ensured  that  the  collec- 
tions grew  apace,  holding  an  even  hand  among  books, 
manuscripts,  and  drawings,  and  that  money  for  cur- 
rent operations  was  found  as  needed.  Here  the 
Association  of  Fellows,  which  Fred  Adams  organized 
in  1949,  has  been  of  central  importance.  Since  1970 
the  Morgan  has  received  more  than  $30  million  in 
gifts  of  cash  and  kind,  if  the  cost  of  the  building  addi- 
tion is  included,  and  of  this  total  two-thirds  has  come 
from  the  Fellows.  In  1981  alone  the  total  was 
$6,500,333,  an  astonishing  sum  for  an  institution  of 
the  Morgan's  relatively  small  size.  These  figures  do  not 
include  the  Heineman  collection  or  Mr.  Janos  Scholz's 
drawings,  which  would  add  many  millions  more.  And 
of  course  the  value  of  nearly  all  gifts  has  risen  sharply 
since  they  were  received. 

Most  recently  Mr.  Ryskamp  has  concerned  himself 
particularly  with  the  establishment  of  fully  funded 
curatorial  positions,  as  the  most  efficient  means  of 


building  the  Morgan's  endowment.  Printed  books  are 
now  supported  by  the  Astor  Foundation  and  Con- 
servation by  the  Mellon  Foundation,  with  other  fields 
to  follow.  The  Morgan's  Friends  have  grown  from  282 
in  1977  to  912  in  1981.  Corporate  gifts,  first  sought  in 
1974,  had  risen  to  $174,250  in  1981.  Nor  have 
government  sources,  both  state  and  federal,  been 
neglected. 

In  sum,  the  Morgan  Library's  record  over  the  past 
twelve  years  is  remarkable  indeed.  It  is  the  achieve- 
ment of  many  people — the  Library's  staff  above  all,  its 
trustees,  and  its  benefactors — ,  but  Charles  Ryskamp 
was  the  responsible  person,  and  his  the  guiding  hand. 
We  should  salute  him  tonight  for  maintaining  and 
even  enhancing  the  standing  and  usefulness  of  one  of 
the  world's  great  libraries  and  museums  during  a  time 
when  external  circumstances  have  been  anything  but 
favorable.  May  he  go  on  from  strength  to  strength.
